“Prohibition territory shall mean 
any and all territory in this state 
within which, by, under, or through 
any ordinance of any municipality or 
any statute or statutes of this state, 
or any statute or statutes of the United 
States, the sale of intoxicating liquor 
or the licensing of such sale is prohib- 
ited with or without exceptions or lim- 

Scope of Act Wide. 

“Whoever shall, within. prohibition 
territory, by himself or another, either 
as principal, clerk, or servant, in any 
manner manufacture, keep for sale, 
order, purchase, receive, transport 
upon any highway, cause to be trans- 
ported upon any highway, take an 
order for, sell, give away, or- dispose of, 
or aid any person in procuring any in- 
texicating liquor in any quantity, what 
soever, shall be punished in the man- 
ner prescribed in section eight [8] of 
this act.”

Washington, D. C., July 1.— [Spe 
cial.J—Beer and wine containing not 
more than 2% per cent of alcohol will 
continue to be sold throughout the life 
of the wartime prohibition act unless 
congress decrees the contrary. 

This is the upshot of the decision of 
the federal District judge in Baltimore 
today, sustaining the demurrer of the 
brewers based on the contention that 
beer of such low alcoholic content is 
not intoxicating. The judge ruled in 
effect that the government must sub- 
mit evidence that the beverage is in- 
toxicating. 

Attorney General Palmer announced 
that some arrests would be made for 
selling beverages of such low aicoholic

A MANDATE FOR 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Henry Wales, a TRIBUNE correspondent at Paris, 
who has reported some of the most important ‘devel- 
opments of the peace conference in advance of 
any other correspondent, repeats the earlier report 
that Mr. Wilson will propose to congress the ac- 
ceptance of a mandate for Constantinople and for 
Armenia. 

The proposal would be a most significant as well 
as @ most important one. It would place in the 
mest emphatic form the central issue presented by 
the league of nations covenant to the American 
people. It would illustrate the extent to which

The 
wager was made after days of kidding 
, between Krone and Conroy, although 
the latter asserted he held off as long 
las possible in the hope’Krone would 
give him odds. 

Can’t See Dempsey. 

After making the wager, Krone said 
he cannot figure héw Dempsey can 
win. He asserted the distance is just 
right for Willard and it is not neces- 
sary for him to do road work to get 
into the best of condition. Krone still 
has a lot of respect for Willard’s 
fighting ability, and intends to place 
$3,000 more on the champion. 

Kid Howard, who was instrumental 
in bringing out Willard, has bet $1,200 
on the champion. This money. has 
been bet with different persons who 
have kidded Howard on his judgment. 
The kid is also taking the short end 
of 1 to 5 money that Willard will stop 
the challenger. 

Large Wagers Rare. nf 

Around the.Chicago Athletic asso- 
ciation and Illinois Athletic club the 
prevailing opinion is that Willard will 
win, but outside of a few friendly bets 
no wagers of corisequence have been 
made. The club members say it is a 
good fight to “lay off.” Only a hand- 
full of men from each organization will 
go to Toledo, as interest in the mill 
has died out since the match was made.

The prospect of further pay increases 
to city employés diminished yesterday. 
Not only are there serious legal ob- 
Stacles, but concessions made by the 
council Monday night virtually ex- 
hausted the slight surplus which the 
finance co ttee intended to create. 

While the amount involved in these 
last minute pay raises had not been 
computed last night, Ald. Richert, 
chairman of the committee, estimated 
the sum as $500,000. to $650,000. 

Shortage Is $800,000. 

As the budget went to the council 
it carried an overappropriation of 
about $800,000, | 

Salvage from the various funds had 
been computed, however, at about 
$700,000, and the city had set apart 
from its saloon revenues an additional 
$700,000, to be held in reserve against 
the slender license pickings of 1920. 
The action of the council exhausted 
both these items. 

“If the aldermen go slow,” Richert 
ventured, “the city will break even; 
otherwise it will find itself in the hole.” 

Several classes of employés are hope- 
ful of receiving more money. They 
inlude street sweepers and laborers, 
teamsters, fire department and pump- 
ing station engineers, and elevator op- 
erators.

ully from now on. When they get to 
about two and one-half to three 


minal buds pinched pack an inch or 
two. This stimulates the formation of 
lateral branch shoots, and makes the 
bush more compact, less subject to 
winter injury and more productive. 

The shoots should not be pinched 
back after this week. Leave them about 
three feet high, and allow the lateral 
shoots to grow as 10ng as they will, 
no heading back afforded them until 
the beginning of next season when they 
may be-shortened to a length of 
twelve to eighteen inches. 


If the new shoots have been neg- 
lected and allowed to grow from four 
to six feet tall without pinching, they 
should not be headed back during the 
summor. Pinching them back during 
the hot months would be liable to force 
the production of lateral shoots that. 
would not mature well before winter 
and they would be more subject to win- 
ter kill. 

As soon as the fruit season is over 
the old canes that have borne frtit 
should be pruned out, carried off the 
patch and burned. If these ‘old canes 
are left during the summer and fal’ 
months, they harbor inagcts and dis- 
eases that spread to the new cane 
shoots, and next year’s crop would 
be diseased and the life of the planta- 
tion would be shortened. 

The best and most effective way to 
deal with the insect and disease prob- 
lem in the cane fruit plantation is to 
cut out and burn all of the old canes 
immediately after the fruiting season. 
They have to be removed anyway and 
it is no more expensive to remove them 
then than later. When this plan is 
followed it is not necessary to spray 
the cane fruit. 

In case of the small home plantings 
heavy mulching with Straw, leaves, 
eornstalks, lawn clippings is advis- 
able. This mulch may be put on after 
the cane fruits have received a thor- 
ough cultivation during the growing 
season, or it may even take the place 
of cultivation. This helps keep down 
weeds, conserve moisture. keeps the 
soil cool during the summer months.
